HATEVER the 
C om m onwealth 
Prime Ministers 
dicuss in London 
next January, the import- 
ance of their meeting is 
clear, : 

It demonstrates once 
again that the Common- 
wealth nations so value the 
unity and intimacy of the 
Commonwealth that their 
Prime Ministers come from 
the ends of the earth to 
confer as friends who trust 
one another. 

The conference agenda 
ituelf is very flexible; it is 
fixed by agreement as the 
date draws near. And it 
must be remembered that 
the Prime Ministers do not 
meet because of sume 
specific problem—like the 
recent nine-Power  confer- 
ence in London. Their talks 
are a regular part of the 
machinery of Common; 
wealth consultation. They 
gather every second year or 
so to achieve and  main- 
tain that intimate meeting 
of minds that underlies the 
Commonwealth’s working. 


PROBLEMS 


This- time, however, 
several pressing problems 
are likely to be reviewed.

Britain jis in a special 
pos:tion to bring about a 
closer approach of views 
about Asia’s problems, for 
she be’onga to two separate 
groups within the Common- 
wealth. With Australia, 
New Zealand and Pakistan, 
she is a member of SEATO;

On the other hand, Britain 
and the Asian members 
have recognised China's Red 
government; the other mem- 
bers have not. 

Secondly, there is the 
equally vital problem of 
Britain’s commitment of 
four divisions and part of 
the RAF in’ Continental 
Europe. 
the established principle of 
Commonwealth - defence: 
that each member has a 
prior duty to help preserve 
security. in ‘its own part of 
thé world. 

Thirdly, there is the fact 
that’ Britain hos alwaye ac- 

cepted . the Commonwealth 
obligation to give aid to 
any other member needing 
military assistance.

NO SURPRISE ATTAC 
ANTICIPATED 
AGAINST THE WEST

Paris, Nov, 24. 

A sudden surprise attack against the West by the Soviet 
Union is most unlikely at present, according to officials at 
Supreme Headquarters Allied Powers in Europe (SHAPE) here. 

These officials, at the “brain’’ of the 15-nation North 
Atlantic Treaty Organisation in neat rows of barrack huts in the 
country just outside Paris, state that the Russian forces in East 
Germany are not at present strong enough to mount a 
“profitable” offensive alone. They would have to be reinforced
